TUESDAY, FEBRUARY 11, 1913. 
The Speaker took the chair at 3 o’clock. 


This being the first day of the Fourth Session of the Second 
Legislature of the Province of Alberta for the despatch of 
business pursuant to a Proclamation of His Honour George 
Hedley -Vicars Bulyea, Lieutenant Governor, and the House 
having met, His Honour entered the House and having taken 
his seat on the Throne was pleased to open the Session by 
the following gracious speech: 


Mr. SPEAKER AND GENTLEMEN OF THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY: 


It is my pleasant duty to welcome you to the scene of 
your deliberations, in this the Fourth Session of the Second 
Legislature of Alberta. 


Since I last met you, the Province has been honoured by 
a visit from His Royal Highness the Duke of Connaught, 
Governor General of Canada, accompanied by the Duchess of 
Connaught and their daughter the Princess Patricia. His Royal 
Highness was gracious enough, during his presence in Alberta, 
to formally open this Building, and dedicate it to the purpose 
for which it was intended. In every part of the Province His 
Royal Highness was enthusiastically welcomed, the reception 
plainly evidencing the attachment of our people to the Empire 
of which our Province constitutes so fair a portion. 


The growing population and business of the country during 
the last year required that I should add four Ministers to my 
Government. The result of their personal labours and the 
additional work accomplished in the interests of the country 
by the Departments created is an evidence of the necessity 
for this course. 
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In October last, for the first time, the Session of the Dry 
Farming Congress was held in the Dominion of Canada. With 
the assistance of my Government, Lethbridge was selected as 
the scene of the Congress, and the Session there was the most 
successful that has yet been held. Delegates from all portions 
of the civilized world attended the Congress, and it is gratifying 
to know that Alberta’s outstanding excellence as an agricul- 
tural country was clearly recognized in the various awards. 


The demonstration farms, newly established, have during 
the past year proved highly beneficial, as was anticipated. The 
keen interest taken in them by the farming community demon- 
strates conclusively that they meet a need long felt by the 
settlers. Schools for the teaching of practical agriculture have 
been erected on three of these farms. It is the intention of 
my Government to utilize these schools as fully as possible for 
the purpose of encouraging practical education along agricultural 
lines and to do so in a manner that will reach the actual farmers 
and their families. 


The growth of population and the urgent need of more 
teachers necessitated the opening during the year of a Normal 
School at Camrose in addition to that already established at 
Calgary. There was likewise organized at Vegreville a training 
school for teachers, whose native tongue is not English. It 
is the anticipation of my Government that the latter school 
will accomplish good work for the numerous citizens of Alberta 
coming from Continental Europe who are unfamiliar with the 
English language. 


- The optional Rural Municipalities Act, passed by this 
House last Session, has met with great and growing favour in 
the Province. Many sections of the country have already 
availed themselves of its privileges, and the numerous requests 
for further extensions are now being received. 


The opening up of the country by additional railways 
and closer settlement in various portions of the Province removed 
from the present centres necessitates to a certain extent de- 
centralization of the Land Registration and Judicial systems. 
Provision will be made by my Government in a systematic 
manner for an increase of the number of Judicial Districts and 
Land Registration Districts. 


The legislation passed by you in previous sessions for the 
encouragement of railway building, I am pleased to say, has 
been phenomenally successful in the results achieved. Rail- 
road building in the Province of Alberta during the last year 
exceeded all expectations. It was greater in extent of miles 
than has ever been accomplished in any Province of the Dominion 
of Canada in any one year. 


The liberal grant made by you at the last Session for the 
purpose of supplementing railways by a system of highways 
has proved such a success and so satisfactory to the settlers 
who require to use these highways that my Government has 
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decided to continue the policy and insure its permanence during 
the succeeding five years, and legislation to that effect will be 
introduced. 


The additional money granted last year for the extension 
of the Telephone System has been wisely and profitably expended 
for that purpose. Large additional sums are required and can 
be profitably expended in the extension of this system to portions 
of the country not yet reached, and a further vote for that 
purpose will be asked from you at this Session. 


After the close of the last Session my Government appointed 
a Commission for the purpose of investigating the Mining Law 
of Alberta. This commission has made a report which, I have 
no doubt, will be satisfactory to the various interests intimately 
concerned in this large and growing industry of our Province, 
and legislation based on their report will be introduced at this 
Session. 


The desire of the various farming communities in the 
Province of Alberta for some assistance to meet their require- 
ments in regard to the shipping of grain and the economical 
handling of their crops has been brought to the attention of my 
Government upon many occasions during the past year. 
Legislation towards that end will be introduced and assistance 
given to the co-operative efforts of these communities. 


During this Session you will also be asked to consider 
several measures of great interest to the people of our Province. 
Among these will be Acts for the Formation of Co-operative 
Companies; making uniform and workable contracts for the 
sale of Farm Implements; improvement of the Workmen’s 
Compensation Act; formation of Consolidated Schools, and 
establishing the principle of Direct Legislation. 


I regret to say that the promises of the Federal authorities 
in regard to the handing over of their Natural Resources to 
the Prairie Provinces has not yet been implemented in the 
slightest degree. Although requests for conferences on this 
_ question have been made no time has yet been fixed by the 
Federal authorities, and I bring this matter to your attention 
for such action as you may desire to take in the interests of 
the Province of Alberta. 


The public accounts for the last fiscal year will be laid 
before you, as well as estimates of the amounts required for 
expenditure during the coming year, all prepared with due 
regard to economy and the requirements of the public service. 


GENTLEMEN OF THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY: 


I now leave you to the business of the Session, having 
full confidence that your deliberations will be divinely guided 
to the best interests and welfare of the Province. 


His Honour the Lieutenant Governor then retired from 
the House.

In case such teachers are under obligation to serve a stated 
number of years in British schools the educational authorities 
have agreed to recognize services rendered in Alberta schools 
as certified by the Alberta Department of Education, as dis- 
charging the undertaking as if such services were rendered in 
British schools.

Mr. Riley asked the Government the following questions 
of which he had given notice and which were answered by the 
Honourable Mr. Mitchell: 

1. Q.—Were tenders called for for supplying stone used in 
the construction of the Lieutenant-Governor’s residence? 

A.—Yes. When calling for tenders for Parhament Build- 
ings, other Government buildings were included to December 
RieLol3. 

2. Q.—_If so, give the name or the names of the firms or 
individuals who tendered, and the amount of each tender. 

A.—There were none except the Quinlan-Carter Co. 

3. Q.—Was the stone quarried in the Province or was it 
imported from outside? 

A.—Practically the whole of the stone was quarried in the 
Province, there being very little imported from without the 
Province. 

4. Q—What was the cost per cubic foot of the stone 
supplied— 

(a) For local stone? 

(b) For foreign stone? 

A.—The price for cut stone and trimmings was 33.00 per 
cubic foot, and for shoddy 75c. per square foot. Prices the 
same for both local and foreign stone. 

5. Q.—If imported stone was used what is the Govern- 
ment’s reasons for using it in preference to local stone? 

A.—Foreign stone was used only where large blocks were 
required. In the case of Government House these quantities 
amounted to only a very small proportion of the quantity of 
the stone used. 


Mr. Riley asked the Government the following questions 
of which he had given notice and which were answered by the 
Honourable Mr. Mitchell: 

1. Q.—Were tenders invited for supplying the stone used 
in the construction of the Calgary Court House? 

A—Yes. When tenders were called for supplying cut 
stone for Parliament Buildings other Government buildings 
were included up to December 31, 1915. 
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2. Q.-If not, why were tenders not invited? 

A.—Because supply of stone for Government buildings 
was included in the Quinlan-Carter Company’s contract. 

3. @.—Was the stone used in the construction of this 
building quarried in the Province? If not, what is the Govern- 
ment’s reason for not using local stone? 

A.—Both local and foreign stone is being -used. The 
reason all the stone is not local is owing to the impossibility 
of getting it from local quarries in a reasonable time. 

4. Q.—Is the foreign stone used in this building superior 
to local stone, and if so on what authority is the statement 
based? | 

A.—The foreign stone is equally as good as the best Alberta 
stone and its use is apparently preferred by many contractors 
because they can rely upon getting it of uniform quality. and 
any size required. Great difficulty was experienced in getting 
the larger stones for the Legislative and other buildings. 

5. Q.—Is imported stone cheaper than that supplied from 
local quarries? 

A.—To the Government it is the same price on this and 
other buildings, except fcr certain extra large stones on the 
Parliament Buildings. 

6. Q.—What is the total amount paid to date for stone 
used in this building— : 

(a) For local stone? 

(6) For foreign stone? 

A—The total amount paid for cut stone is $46,602.62. 
There is no record kept by us of quantity of local stone used 
or foreign stone, as it is all one price and that is based on local 
stone prices. 


Mr. Riley asked the Government the following questions 
of which he had given notice and which were answered by the 
Honourable Mr. Mitchell: 

1. Q.—What was the amount of the original contract for 
supplying stone for the new Parliament Buildings, and how many 
cubic feet were contracted for? ? 

A.—The contract for supplying and cutting the above 
stone up to a poimt marked on the plans and called ‘‘Base of 
Dome” was let for the lump sum of $322,050.00. As price per 
cubic foot varies a great deal according to class of cutting, the 
prices given were not on a cubic foot basis. 

2. @.—What stone was used in construction? 

A.—Glenbow stone when possible to obtain it of proper 
sizes and good quality in a reasonable time. 

3. Q.—Was any stone imported from the United States, 
if so, where was it purchased and what was the price per cubic 
foot laid down on the works? } 

A.—Yes. As it was impossible to obtain locally certain 
large and important stones required for this building the con- 
tractors after much delay proposed getting stone from Ohio 
quarries. After a great deal of deliberation and investigation 
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this was agreed to as being the only possible way of getting 
the stone work finished in any reasonable time. This was not 
done until the Government had exhausted the possibilities of all 
Alberta quarries then in operation supplying stone which would 
conform in colour to what was already in the building. The 
price per cubic foot laid down at works was $3.4014 approxi- 
mately. . 

4, Q.—If any foreign stone was used what was the Govern- 
ment’s reason for using 1t? 

A.—Failure to obtain stone of required size and quantity 
in Alberta quarries and to avoid any more loss of time in con- 
struction. 

5. Q.—Did any local quarries other than the one operated 
by the Quinlan-Carter Company, Limited, get the opportunity 
of supplying stone? 

A.—Yes. Tenders were publicly called for in two Edmonton 
and two Calgary daily papers for ten issues, two days apart. 
The notice calling for tenders being inserted in the usual way. 
Several enquiries were received from contractors, but, after 
examining plans and reading over specifications none of them 
followed the matter further. 


Mr. Michener asked the Government the following question 
of which he had given notice and which was answered by the 
Honourable Mr. Mitchell: 

Q.—How much money was spent on roads and bridges in 
Vermilion constituency in 1912? 

A.—Impossible to furnish the information desired owing 
to the fact that this work is not-charged to the respective con- 
stituencies but to the specific road or work, which in many cases 
overlap one or more constituencies, and under such circumstances 
definite information is not available. If question is amended 
to cover any specific road, bridge, or work the detail infor- 
mation will be furnished.

“The Legislative Assembly of the Province of Alberta in 
Session assembled approach Your Honour at the close of our 
labours with sentiments of unfeigned loyalty and humbly beg 
to present for Your Honour’s acceptance a Bill intituled An Act 
for Granting to His Majesty certain Sums of Money for the 
Public Service of the Fiscal Years ending respectively the 
Thirty-first day of December, 1912, and the Thirty-first day 
of December, 1913, thus placing at the disposal of His Majesty 
the means by which the Government can be made efficient 
for the service and welfare of the Province of Alberta.” 


To this Bill the Royal Assent was announced by the 
Clerk of the Legislative Assembly in the following words: 


‘“His Honour the Lieutenant Governor doth thank His 
Majesty’s dutiful and loyal subjects, accepts their benevolence, 
and assents to this Bill in His Majesty’s name.” 
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His Honour was then pleased to deliver the following 
Speech: 


“Mr. SPEAKER AND GENTLEMEN OF THE 
LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY OF ALBERTA: 


“It affords me much pleasure to be able to congratulate 
you on the result of your labours in this the Fourth Session 
of the Second Legislature of the Province. 

“T have given my assent to the legislation you have enacted 
in the full assurance that it has been conceived and carried out 
in the best interests of the Province as a whole. 

“You may be assured that the supplies you have voted 
for the needs of my administration for the year 1913 will be 
used with wise economy. I thank you for your liberality in 
this regard and, in discharging you from further attendance, 
would assure you of my good wishes for the health and welfare 
of you all.” 


The Hon. Mr. McLean then said: 


“It is His Honour the Lieutenant.Governor’s will..and 
pleasure that this Legislative Assembly be now prorogued, and 
this Legislative Assembly is accordingly prorogued.”’ 
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
